Cap’n Streeter, Squatter King 
F 
*FTY years ago it was only a 
san d b ar on the shore of Lake 
Michigan opposite Chicago’s famous 
“ Gold C oast.” Today towering sky­ 
scrapers, huge office buildings, a 
fam ous hotel and a great university 
stand on land valued at half a bil­ 
lion dollars. But Chicagoans still call 
it 
“ Streeterville,” thereby honor­ 
ing the m em ory of Cap'n George 
Wellington Streeter, who battled val­ 
iantly against “ them dern capital­ 
ists” and held out for 30 years be­ 
fore they finally dethroned this fa­ 
m ous 
“ sq u atter king” 
from 
his 
“ D eestrict of Lake M ichigan.” 
S treeter was a Civil w a r vet­ 
eran who becam e a boatm an on the 
G reat Lakes. In 1884 he built a 100- 
ton ship in which he started for 
Honduras to take part in a revolu­ 
tion then in progress. But his ship 
went aground on a sandbar and 
the skipper found himself m arooned 
several hundred yards out in Lake 
Michigan from the Chicago shore­ 
line. So he decided he m ight as well 
stay right there. Out of the tim bers 
of his ship he and his wife, Maria, 
built a little shack on their sandy 
island and settled down. 
But the rich owners of property i 
in that p a rt of Chicago were extend- , 
ing their riparian rights out into the * 
lake. As the little peninsulas of 
filled-in land reached out tow ard the j 
ca p tain ’s island, which had been en- | 
larged by drifting sand, they decided j 
that his shack was an eyesore and ' 
should be removed. They called on j 
the law to evict these squatters and j 
five husky constables started out to ; 
do it. C ap’n Streeter put on his fight- , 
ing costum e—a high silk hat and 
a frock coat—he and M aria took 
their m uskets in hand and the con- ! 
stables retreated hastily. 
Streeter found an old map of the ; 
city on which the boundary of Lake 
Michigan was plainly marked. He 
contended that the “m ade land” 
was outside that boundary, there­ 
fore it w as und*r federal jurisdic­ 
tion and he claim ed it by right of 
discovery. But the courts refused 
to recognize his claim to this “Dees­ 
trict of Lake M ichigan.” He and 
Maria were evicted tim e and again 
but they alw ays cam e back. So the 
struggle went on year after year, in 
court and out of court. 
“ Cap’n” Streeter died in 1921. But 
his second wife, “ Ma” Streeter, true 
to her prom ise to him, carried it on 
for several years more. 
Finally she 
had to give up the fight and Chica­ 
go’s “Thirty Y ears’ w ar” with the 
“squatter king” cam e to end when 
she died last year.

T H E GRAND JURY: 


Districa Clerk, Robert Cross has 
furnished the Herald with a report 
of the work of the recent grand 
jury. 


This ju ry reports they have been 
in session 4 days, that they exam­ 
ined 178 witnesses, returned 28 fel­ 
ony indictments, 1 misdemeanor, 5 
‘ no bills” and have 4 cases pending. 
All the above in four days, and 
that m eant they handled a witness 
on the average of one every 10 min­ 
utes . . . not enough time to get at 
the bottom of law infractions. 
The 
report called for absolute co-opera­ 
tion of citizens with officers. 
They 
say not many crimes are committed 
under the eyes of the officers, there­ 
fore citzens must testify 
in 
the 


grand ju ry room, freely and readily 


in cases pending. 
The report men­ 
tioned that it was hard to get wit­ 
nesses to tell what they should, es­ 
pecially in cases involving driving 
while intoxicated.

AUSTIN, Texas, Sept 16.— Deaths 
from cancer in Texas 
reached 
a 
total of 43G5 during the past y ear, 
indicating that a warning against 
cancer quacks and so-called cancer 
cures is justified 
by 
the 
M ate 
Health Department. 
Early 
diag- i 
nosis 
and 
competent 
treatm ent 
could have 
prevented 
many 
of 
these deaths, states Dr. 
Geo. W. 
Cox, state health officer. 
“ While newspapers, 
as 
a rule, { 
do not carry 
advertising 
of 
tnis j 
ty pe, there are many other way s by 
which 
misinformation 
can 
reach 
the public. 
Undoubtedly there are 
many persons who, being thus 
de- j 
toured from seeking proper medi- | 
cal advice, 
unnecessarily 
become 
cancer victims, while 
others 
not 
having cancer, are fleeced out 
of 
m uch money for a so-called cure,” 
Dr. Cox added. 
“There are but 
two 
way s 
of 
treating cancer. 
First, by surgery 
and second, by the use of radium or 
.X-ray . 
Treatm ent must be started 
early and in the hands of a com­ 
petent surgeon. 
Surgery is relied 
on to remove cancerous tumors 
and is used in nearly two-thirds of 
the cases. X-ray or radium is used 
to advantage 
for 
the 
rem aining 
group. 
Frequently the two methods 
are 
combined. 
Self-medication, 
lerum s, colored lights, pastes, salves 
and diets are valueless. 
“The great 
protection 
against 
cancer is early 
diagnosis. 
Every 
case is an emergency and it is un­ 
fortunate that the majority of those 
with cancer do not seek 
medical 
advice early in the first stages of 
the disease. 
No hope 
should 
be 
jplaced in 
fake 
cancer 
cures 
or 
treatm ents. 
Rather, the 
annual 
jgjhysical examination and 
an 
im­ 
m ediate reporting to y our phy sician 
o f any sy mptoms 
which 
may 
be 
suspected to be the 
beginning 
of 
ancer should be relied upon. These 
mptoms are: any unusual bleeding 
'from any body opening, any lump 
in the breast or other part of 
the 
fcttly, any 
persistent 
sore, 
parti­ 
cularly on the face or mouth, 
and 
chronic 
indigestion. 
These 
con- 
ditions may not be 
cancer, 
but 
sometimes they are forerunners 
of 
the more common ty pes of this di­ 
sease. 
Where cancer is suspected, 
do no t delay , but consult y our phy - 
sician at once. 
‘^Pellagra, while not a communi- 
'cable disease is of concern to the 
JMftte Departm ent of Health since 
many people die of it each y ear in 
Texas. 
Pellagra is a disease th at is 
ocaused by the lack of proper foods. 
It comes on slowly and may not be 
.recognized until the victim begins to1
